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The statement which I made 
in the House on Oct. 12 was 
chiefly concerned with the atti- 
tude of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to the speech of the Ger- 
man Chancellor on Oct. 6. Apart 
from the comment which has 
appeared in the German news- 
papers, there has been no indi- 
cation from Berlin of the views 
of the German Government upon 
the issues which I sought to de- 
fine. 

There is, therefore, nothing 
that I can add to my statement 
last week. Meanwhile, opinion 
in other countries has had an 
opportunity of finding expression, 
and German propaganda organs 
have used all possible ingenuity 
so to twist foreign comment as 
to make it somewhat less unfa- 
vorable to their own point of 
view. 

I should doubt whether this 
effort has had any success out- 
side Germany itself, for it is dif- 
ficult to conceal] the fact that the 
vast bulk of comment of nearly 
all shades of political color in 
neutral countries has shown ap- 
preciation of the attitude of the 
allied governments. 

It seems evident that the in- 
conveniences which war inevita- 
bly brings for all non-belligerent 
countries and which, for their 
part, His Majesty’s Government 
intend to do their best to miti- 
gate, have not obscured the fun- 
damental issues at stake, the 
determination of which must af- 
fect for good or ill the moral 
and material welfare of the neu- 
tral peoples no less than that of 
the belligerents. 

British Troops in Line. 

The honorable members are al- 
ready familiar, from statements 

made in this house and official 
communiques, with the main 
events of the war by land and 
gea and in the air. On the West- 
ern front the British expedition- 
ary force has now finally taken 
over their allotted sector of the 
French line and all divisions are 
in position. 

We are proud to know that our 
men are thus standing to arms 
beside the soldiers of France, for 
whose patriotism, determination 
and magnificent fighting qualities 
we have so deep an admiration. 

The understarding between the 
French and British higher com- 
mands ig complete. The fact that 
our expeditionary force is un- 
der the command of the French 
Commander-in-Chief and that 
unity of command has thus been 
achieved at so early a stage of 
the war ig one proof of this ac- 
cord. 

Another is to be found in an 
agreement by which French 
troops are serving under the or- 
ders of the British Commander- 
in-Chief in France. 

Since I last spoke about the 
progress of the war at sea, activ- 
ity has been unremitting both in 
attack and defense. I am sure 
that the whole nation is grateful 
to the Royal Navy for their un-

Those imaginary 
losses which the German broad- 
casts have described with such 
unblushing impudence may serve 
for a time to raise their spirits, 
but in the end their falsity will 
be demonstrated and the conse- 
quent disappointment will be only 
the more depressing. 

We on our side have no inten- 
tion of claiming successes of 
which we are not convinced. It 
is far more important that the 
world should be able to believe 
implicitly in the truth of the com- 
muniques we issue than that we 
should reap the short-lived ad- 
vantages which distortions of the 
truth may bring. We know that 
in the air battles which, during 
the last two days, have for the 
first time been fought over our 
own coasts we have destroyed 
eight enemy aircraft without los- 
ing a single machine of our own. 

We believe that several more 
German bombers may have failed 
to reach home, The total num- 
ber of aircraft taking part in the 
raids did not exceed 30. 

Says Fighters Are Efficient. 

The casualties which we have 
inflicted upon the enemy have 
thus certainly exceeded 25 per 
cent of the attacking force and 
may have been higher.

BUDAPEST, Oct. 18 (AP).—The 
little nations of Southeastern 
Europe are maintaining their inde- 
pendent spirit by refusing to favor 
any belligerent country economi- 
cally, a survey indicated today. 
A striking instance of this inde- 
pendence was seen in failure of a 
German trade mission to obtain 
any great increase in vitally need- 
ed war materials from this section 
which it ednsiders one of its nat- 
ural trade areas, 

Experts from Berlin spent more 
than a month in the capitals of 
Hungary, Rumania, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia. They sought oil for 
the Nazi war machines and food for 
Nazi soldiers, and it was no secret 
that they also hoped to close this 
area as much as possible to Great 
Britain and France by purchasing 
the bulk of all the supplies the lit- 
tle nations could export. 

The net result of the mission's 
strenuous negotiations is that Ger- 
many is to get no more goods, re- 
gardiess of its needs, than it did 


Turned Out. 

This is the way things turned 
out in the little nations: 

Yugoslavia—A new agreement 
leaves the old trade volume wun- 
changed but provides that Germany 
must greatly increase its shipments

Rumania—The export of oil—

ost of the officers in this regi- 
ment had never been in a tank until 
they were mechanized and it is no 
reflection on their ardor to say that 
they are not in Jove with the 
change. The tank corps is the 
toughest branch of any army to 
serve in—for officers, at least, the 
cavalry was by all means the 
pleasantest. One ride in the tank 
equals a dozen nose dives from a 
horse. You can have the horse 
hot out from under you, but when 
Rina if they hit your tank you will 
probably find yourself bathing in 
blazing gasoline. 


Life in Tank Corps. 


The unit we visited consisted of 
light tanks, equipped with heavy 
and light machine guns and an 
even larger number of gun-carriers, 
fitted with light machine guns and 
anti-tank rifles. Such a unit is not 
designed to assail fortifications or 
heavy fire. Its purpose in life is to 
reconnoiter open country and to es 
tablish and hold positions until sup- 
porting troops are able to move 
up and dig in.

“Well, I had Germans living on 
my farm for three years during the 
last war and I guess you can stay 
here too,” one old Frenchwoman 
told the local soldiery. She now 
makes a point of furnishing free 
coffee and cognac to troops on her 
farm for breakfast every morning.

Army Lacks Equip- 
ment -Because of 
Slowness in Turn- 
ing Out Designs.

idecision and constant changes 


‘wy N this war business, wealth and 
I resources are important, but they 
'* can be almost useless if they are 
‘not prepared for military use— 


“mobilized for war.” As long as we 


‘maintain naval and air supremacy, 
'we shall not need a big army, but 
‘we shall always need a good one. 


A good modern army is impos- 
‘sible without three new elements. 
‘First, immensely increased fire- 
power due to automatic rapid-fire 
longer-range weapons—rifles, ma- 
chine guns and cannon of both 
small and large caliber. Second, 
immensely increased speed and mo- 
bility, due to motorization—auto- 
motive transport of everything 
from men to materials. Third, im- 
mensely increased protection by 
putting this motorized man-power 
behind steel shields. 

If this is done, cne soldier can 
do the work of many World War 
soldiers. This new system is pe- 
culiarly fitted to our American 
military problem and industrialized 
economy. We ought to be farther 
advanced in this new technical de- 
fense than any other nation. As 
a matter of unfortunate fact, we 
are among the most laggard. 


Need for Equipment. 


We simply do not have the equip- 
ment, and at the present rate of 
preparing it, we won’t have it for 
years. It isn’t a question of lack 
of money now. Congress is in a 
mood to provide whatever is need- 
ed. Our rearmament with modern 
weapons is solely a question of pro- 
duction—manufacture. 

Some of our designs are not even 
settled. Very few contracts for 
production have been made, and 
some of those that have been made, 
for example, for the wonderful new 
semi-automatic rifle, call for a 
rate of production so slow that, if 
it is not speeded up, we won’t get 
full equipment for years. 

What’s the matter? Well, part 
of the trouble is that our army 
technical branches do not really 
understand manufacture, they have 
an obsession for perfection in en- 
gineering and design and nobody 
does that better. But every com- 
mercial manufacturer knows that 
if there is not some intensely prac- 


} 


jtical control of his engineering or 


design department, it will go on 

designing, seeking perfection, until 

the factory has nothing to sell. 
The very essence or the manufac- 


turing art is to get something that 
‘will do the work required without 


imposing impracticably close stand- 
ards of which the slight increased 
margin of excellence is nowhere 
near worth the increased cost and 
loss,of time in production, 
Magicians in Production. 

We have produced some veritable 
magicians in this art. Henry Ford 
is one. So are Bill Knudson, Wal- 
ter Chrysler and Charlie Nash. I 
don’t know the younger generation 
so well, but I know that these genii 
have trained a flock of them in this 
principle. It is almost a religion 
in American industry. 

We don’t yet need a new war in- 
dustries board for complete control 
of industry. But our War Depart- 
ment could multiply the speed of 
it. vital production plans, if it 
would invite a smal] committee of 
the best of our practical manufac- 


iturers to sit with it and advise on 


two purely technical questions— 
modification of design in the inter- 
ests of production—where and how 
to get and co-ordinate for mass pro- 
duction the best and most:compe- 
tent facilities in the United States.

INLAND is probably the only 
F country in Europe—perhaps the 

only country in the ‘'world— 
which has almost as many women 
as men expertly trained and 
equipped to go into war service in 
defense of its independence. If 
Russia does what few people here 
expect and invades this Czecho- 
Slovakia of the North, 400,000 Fin- 
nish women from the age of 16 to 
55 are ready to play roles of mod- 
ern Molly Pitchers with Finland’s 
armed forces and to a degree sel- 
dom approached in history. 

Nearly half of this number of 
women are already in uniform and 
actively assisting Finland’s 300,000 
mobilized troops. The. remainder 
of this Amazonian phalanx is now 
working from five to eight hours 
daily but would go into regular 
military formations immediately 
upon the outbreak of war. All these 
women belong to a national organ- 
ization known as Lotta and the 
majority of them have served in it 
from five to 20 years, 


Unpaid Volunteers. 


Lotta members are unpaid volun- 
teers who have served their coun- 
try for years in ways designed to 
release the greatest possible num- 
ber of men for service as soldiers. 
These Finnish women, of all ages 
and from every class of society, 
serve as cooks with the army, drive 
ambulances, make-up nursing corps, 
provide sanitary sections, mend 
soldiers’ socks and clothing, collect 
and distribute supplies and serve 
both with the military units at the 
front and behind the lines through- 
out the country. All this is taken 
entirely for grented here because 
Finnish women have been doing all 
this in peacetimes ever since’ Fin- 
land’s independence was  estab- 
lished in 1919. 

Lotta takes its name from Lotta 
Svard, the Finnish heroine who 
went to the front with her soldier 
lover in the war against Ruseia in

After ‘Germany Had Lost. 


Emsmann knew it as well as any 
of his brother officers, but when 
his wireless operator picked up the 
message on Oct. 26 for all subma- 
rines to return to Wilhelmshaven, 
he decided to accept the odds. Bits 
of news he’ picked up by wireless 
informed him that Germany had 
lost. An armistice was, being sought.

Bearing Fruit 
Now It Appears There 
is Possibility of

With Turkey.

A stccxnoim today to concert 
eir protective measures 
against Red Nazis and Brown Com- 
munists, Italy is studying defense 
of the Balkans, which may be next 
on the program after the Baltics. 
The most vulnerable Balkan 
country is~ Rumania, already com- 
pelled to ship oil to Germany on 
dubious credit and now confronted 
with Bolshevism which extends 
along half its land frontier from 
Slovakia to the Black Sea. 
_ Rumania fared well in the peace 
treaties by its loyalty to the Allies 
and numbers among its present 
population Hungarian, Russian and 
Bulgarian minorities which can 
serve the “forward Marx” combina- 
tion as a pretext for conquest. 
The Germans are compelling Ru- 
mania, it is learned, to serve as 
the principal area for trans-ship- 
ments of contraband goods and the 
Danubian Canal, which remains 
open until the end of December, is 
swollen with commerce which al- 
ready strains the railways. 


Mutual Mistrust. 


The Italians are hopeful, how- 
ever, that the actual conquest of 
this country, which has a British 
guarantee, will be avoided by the 
very fact that the Germans and 
Russians mistrust each other. The 
Russians will be opposed to any 
German thrust to the Black Sea 
and the Germans to the spread of 
Pan-Slavism through the Balkans, 
so that for the moment it is hoped 
that the rule of honor among 
thieves will achieve a restraining 
balance. 

This is of ‘major Italian interest, 
for the conquest of Rumania would 
spread the conflagration through- 
out the Mediterranean which, so 
far, thanks to Britain’s Egyptian, 
Turkish and Greek allies, remains 
peaceful and free from imperial 
communications, 

Italy’s peace efforts have borne 
fruit already in the three countries 
which complete Rumania’s land 
frontiers—Yugoslavia, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. Following Italy’s lead in 
withdrawing troops from Albania 
and from the Greek and Yugoslav 
frontiers, these countries are re- 
tiring their troops and offering 
each other further earnests of con- 
ciliation.

Secretary Lansing on Arms Exports, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N connection with the contest now 
| ane on in Congress for repeal of 
the embargo on munitions, it may be il- 
luminating to cite the correspondence 
between our State Department and the 
governments of Austria-Hungary and 
Germany in 1915 on this subject. 

The latter contended that by reason 
of the magnitude of American munition 
exports and the fact that the United 
States was the only neutral country 
from which they could be obtained, a 
spirit of true neutrality required our 
Government to limit such exports, in view 
of the inability of Austria-Hungary and 
Germany to utilize our market. 

Secretary Lansing, in reply, declared 
a neutral state is not burdened with the 
duty of applying a theory of equaliza- 
tion to the utilization of the resources 
of its territory. He declared that the 
United States had from its foundation 
practiced unrestricted trade in arms and 
military supplies, because it had never 
been our policy to maintain in time of 
peace a large military establishment or 
arms sufficient to repel invasion by a 
well-equipped and powerful enemy, 

He added, “The United States has al- 
ways depended upon the right and pow- 
er to purchase arms and ammunition from 
neutral nations in case of foreign at- 
tacks. This right, which it claims for 
itself, it cannot deny to others.” 

He asserted that a nation, relying up- 
on international obligations and interna- 
tional justice to preserve its political and 
territorial integrity, might become the 
prey of an aggressive nation whose pol- 
icy and practice was to increase its 
military strength during times of peace 
with the design of conquest, unless the 
nation attacked could, after war had been 
declared, go into the world’s markets and 
purchase means of self-defense. 

He said, “The principles of interna- 
tional law, the practice of nations, the 
national safety of the United States and 
other nations without great military and 
naval establishrients, the prevention of 
increased armies and navies, the adop- 
tion of peaceful methods for the adjust- 
ment of international differences, and, 
finally, neutrality itself are opposed to 
the prohibition by a neutral nation of 
the exportation of arms, ammunition or 

other munitions of war to belligerent 
Powers during the progress of the war.” 

A return to those principles, even with 
additional and other self-imposed limita- 
tions upon our rights under them, can 
form no solid ground for legal protest.

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MORE OF THE DIES COMMITTEE? 

The authority of the Dies committee expires Jan. 
$, 1940; its chairman, Representative Martin Dies of 
Texas, is going to ask Congress to extend its power 
to hold hearings on un-American activities for an- 
other year. In our opinion, such an extension would 
be a serious mistake. 

This is not to say that the country should relax 
{ts vigilance regarding un-American activities; on 
‘the contrary, the war in Europe makes it essential 
| for the country to be on guard and for this reason 
' 500 trained men are to be added to the forces of 
‘the Federal Bureau of Investigation of the Depart- 
' ment of Justice. It will be their task to protect the 
‘pation and its industries from spies and saboteurs. 
| In other words, because of the war, the job of 
| proceeding against subversive persons and agencies 
‘is one for cool, competent police agents, skilled in 
| gathering evidence, not one to be pursued in the 
| heated, often hysterical atmosphere of the Dies com- 
mittee room. Attorney-General Murphy sets a proper 
tone for the espionage campaign when he says: 
“There will be none of the cruelties of the last war, 
"when decent citizens were hounded merely because 
of their German names. Our program against espion- 
age will aim to be efficient, but at the same time 
responsible.” 

Even if the Dies committee,.in its five years of 
existence, had distinguished itself for fairness and 
for the discovery of valuable, documented evidence on 
which new legislation could be based, a good case 
could now be made for its demise. The contrary, 
however, is true. The general atmosphere of the 
committee’s hearings has been that of a witch hunt; 
the most rudimentary rules of evidence have been 
ignored; irresponsible witnesses have been permitted 
to smear citizens of the highest character; persons 
with personal grudges have been permitted to air 
them with no opportunity for reply; charges have 
been permitted without check as to the facts; the 
committee has usefl its great power to venture far 
from questions of un-Americanism into political and 
labor controversies. ° 

In a Washington Post article which leans back- 
ward in its fairness to the Dies committee, Chair- 
man Dies is quoted as saying: “I don’t believe a lot 
of the testimony myself.” He added that some of the 
witnesses are obviously actuated by spite. The same 
article recounts that “witness after witness had made 
most violent and sweeping statements, entirely un- 
supported by facts.” 

“Most important,” continues the Washington Post, 
“in summing up the hearings so far, is the little- 
realized fact that no clear picture of the presence or 
absence of Communism in this country has been pre- 
sented. From the jumble of disorganized testimony 
no pattern emerges. As a result, the next investiga- 
tion of un-American activities, Fascistic or Com- 
munistic, must begin all over again.” 

In an article analyzing Mr. Dies and his commit- 
tee, Joseph Alsop and Robert Kintner said: “But 
while some of Martin Dies’ witnesses may be. 
scoundrels, the Congressman does not deserve such 
an epithet. He is merely an old-fashioned American 
patrioteer, brought up to date, and practicing with 
the same initial success as attended the early efforts 
of the Know-Nothings, the anti-Masons and the resur- 
rectors of the Ku Klux Klan.” 

To permit the Dies inquiry to continue, in view 
of its past record and the intellectual and judicial 
deficiencies of its members, is to engage in a 
hazardous enterprise. How many times have Ameri- 
cans reminded themselves that, with Europe at war, 
it becomes vital for this country not to lose its self- 
possession? What price, then, the Dies committee 
with its incitations to prejudice and high feeling, its 
unfounded scares, its momentary sensations, at a 
time, when above all times, the country needs to keep 
an even temper? A high price, there can be no doubt. 
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LONDE AND JUDGE JOYNT.

SOUND SENSE IN NEUTRALITY REVISION, 

The administration is taking another step to 
strengthen the neutrality revision bill and to bol- 
ster its own position by easing the drastic restrictions 
on American shipping. On the necessity for keeping 
American shipping out of. belligerent. zones,,and thus 
forestalling ‘tragedies that might inflame national 
passions, all parties to the debate are agreed. But 
the bill as written goes to such needless and extreme 
lengths as to mean disastrous effects upon ship- 
ping, employment, business and the development of 
America’s merchant marine, 

The bill does not bar American ships merely from 
the war zones. By its blanket ban on taking cargo 
or passengers to the ports of all warring nations and 
their possessions, it forbids commerce with many 
points far removed from the conflict. Newfoundland 
and Bermuda are forbidden territory. So are Hong- 
kong, Singapore, Melbourne and Bombay. Hven 
Canadian ports would be closéd to United States: 
vessels by this rigid requirement. Opposition to the 
provision cannot be interpreted as dictated by selfish 
commercial interests: The Nation, certainly no 
spokesman of business, says in its current issue that 
the restrictions go too far, that they are unnecessary 
and that “after all, our object is the security of the 
United States, not the throttling of trade.” 

The administration is wise in moving to make the 
bill practicable. Sound strategy is shown in remov- 
ing a point of contention and possible delay, just 
as was done previously by taking out the contro- 
verted 90-day credit provision in favor of spot cash. 

The process of Neutrality Act revision snows the 
democratic process in its highest development. The 
changes are not imposed by presidential ukase. There 
is no stubborn resistance to criticism, but rather a 
spirit of co-operation. By suggestion and discussion, 
a sound and workable measure is taking shape, 
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LAWYER’S FUNCTION OR CLERK’S? 

For some years, bar associations in various parts 
of the country have been wrestling with the problem 
of what lawyers like to call the “unauthorized prac- 
tice of law.” Some of this agitation is motivated by 
a sincere desire to protect clients and the public in 
general,. And some of it, unfortunately, springs from 
a desire to protect and fatten the pocketbooks of 
sundry gentlemen of the bar. 

Therefore, the Bar Association of St. Louis fol- 
lowed the course of wisdom in rejecting the sweep- 
ing recommendations of a committee which urged 
that title companies should be prohibited from issu- 
ing certificates of title. That is obviously clerical 
work for which no lawyer is needed. 

The Bar Association did attempt to mark off 
roughly the limitations of the clerical and legal 
functions. It held, for example, that title firms 
should not undertake suits to quiet title. There are, 
of course, many situations that require the special 
training of the lawyer. Only difficulties can ensue 
if the layman attempts to cope with them. 

So long as the Bar Association insists that law- 
yers should attend to lawyers’ business, it ‘will be 
beyond criticism. But it must be on its guard lest 
it seek to extend that field beyond reason. Such a 
course would be against public policy. 
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MAYOR MAVERICK AND THE POLL TAX. 

The indictment of Maury Maverick, Mayor of San 
Antonio, on a charge of unlawfully paying poll taxes 
for citizens once more attracts general attention to 
this un-American levy. 

Since the indictment was obtained by a District At- 
torney who owes fealty to the political machine that 
the fiery Maverick set out to smash, its sincerity may 
be open to doubt, yet it is impossible to condone the 
slightest election irregularity. Even if Mayor Maverick 
helped only four or five persons to vote in this man- 
ner, he would have been far wiser had he avoided such 
a course and directed his fire against this system 
which makes a mockery of our free franchise by 
charging a voter for the right to mark his ballot. 

Mayor Maverick’s defense that the indictment is 
“a political smear” may be left to the courts, but if 
our democratic way of life is to be strengthened, 
ways must be found to abolish the poll tax in the bloc 
of Southern states that still clings to this autocratic 
levy. That there is no defense for it is made clear 
in an article from the Christian Century, reprinted 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion today. This is a tax 
only in name, for it raises no real revenue—and is not 
expected to. Its only effect is to prevent citizens 
from exercising the fundamental right to vote. As 
such, it is intolerable in the United States,

From the green hills along the 
Shenandoah to the dusty sagebrush on the 
banks of the Rio Grande, disfranchised citi- 
zens are calling for abolition of the poll tax 
as a prerequisite to voting. 

Thousands of men and women who live in 
weatherbeaten cabins and dine on sowbelly 
and turnip greens never have voted because 
they could not afford the luxury of poll-tax 
receipts, This tax, which ranges from $1 to 
$2 a year, still exists in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Mississippi, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Texas and Virginia. 

Denounced by President Roosevelt and by 
liberal and labor leaders in the South, this 
archaic tax keeps the poor from the polls 
and allows cliques of economic royalists to 
dominate the South and head off progressive 
legislation. Effects of the tax can be seen 
by analyzing the vote by states in any na- 
tional election. In the 1936 presidential elec- 
tion, the poll-tax states—then nine—sent 
only 24 per cent of their voters to the polls, 
while in the other states 72 per cent voted. 

The standpatters disclose their real pur- 
pose when they defend the poll tax as a 
bulwark against social and economic reform, 
They know that, in general, the eight poll- 
tax states are the least progressive in the 
country, the most laggard in labor and 
health legislation, the lowest in literacy and 
the most indifferent to the plight of the im- 
poverished tenant farmer and his rickety 
children. They know, too, that if the poor 
whites are allowed to vote, some of these 
conditions may gradually be improved—at 
the taxpayers’ expense. |

In many Southern counties, the poll tax is 
a convenient device to keep control of the 
vote in the hands of a courthouse ring or a 
handful of industrial employers.

The poll tax prevents the South from hav- 
ing proportionate representation in the Dem- 
ocratic national convention. Formerly, with 
the two-thirds rule for nominations and with 
the number of seats for each state based on 
total population figures, the South enjoyed 
perhaps more power than it deserved at 
patty conventions. But with the 1936 abo- 
lition of the two-thirds rule and a change 
in the basis of representation, this advantage 
is lost. Since, beginning with 1940, repre- 
sentation will be on a basis of the number 
of Democratic votes cast in the previous 
presidential election, the poll-tax states will 
find their delegations seriously curtailed.

In most of the states affected, the only per- 
sons who receive any written notice of the 
poll tax are those who pay taxes on real 
estate. Propertyless citizens must mark 
their calendars or depend on newspaper re- 
minders to pay this levy ahead of the dead- 
line. Those who fail to pay the tax incur 
no penalty except loss of their right to vote. 
Essentially, the poll tax is a membership fee 
in a political club that runs the government 
in eight states. 

In Virginia, where the levy is defended by 
machine bosses like Senators Glass and 
Byrd, strong opposition comes from able 
newspaper men, including Virginius Dabney, 
editor of the Richmond Times-Dispatch, and 
from labor unions and organizations of con- 
sumers, women and war veterans. In other 
states, the fight for repeal gains support 
from Senator Lister Hill of Alabama, Barry 
Bingham, publisher of the Louisville Courier- 

, Journal and Times, and John Temple Graves 
Il, who writes a column that appears in a 
number of Southern newspapers. The repeal 
drive gained fresh momentum from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's outspoken condemnation of 
the poll tax as a prerequisite to voting. 

Until the eight backward states repeal 
their poll taxes, they cannot fairly call their 
elections democratic. As long as the ballot 
is given to the planter and the banker but 
is denied to the hillbilly and the cotton-crop- 
per because they do not choose to let their 
children go hungry for the sake of voting, 
elections cannot express the popular will.

And whatever might 
be our own consciousness of recti- 
tude in creating this double stand- 
ard, in the eyes of all other peo- 
ples we should be like the man who 
preaches prohibition for others and 
drinks liquor himself, like a man

Such a double standard of moral- 
ity never is edifying. In interna- 
tional relations, it also i8 profound- 
ly unwise. The adoption of such a 
policy by so powerful a nation as 
the United States would instantly 
cast suspicion on all our purposes 
and all our professions of good 
neighborliness. For nations are 
judged by their deeds, not by the 
\words their public men employ. 

The spectacle of the United States 
fconstructing a great fleet of air 
‘bombers and of submarines, weap- 
ions which it has declared to be in- 
human and offensive when pos- 
sessed by others, would entitle the 
other nations to ask us why we 
'think we have a special right to 
possess these weapons. 

Taken in conjunction with the 
imperialistic threat which Col. Lind- 
berg saw fit to address to our 
neighbors from Canada to the Ar- 
gentine, when he declared that “this 
Western Hemisphere is our do- 
main,” it would be hard to explain 
why we may procure “offensive” 
weapons for ourselves and seek to 
deny them to others. 

The fact is that Mr. Hoover and 
Col. Lindbergh have fallen into the 
dangerous fallacy of advocating a 
double standard of morals because 
they are reasoning from a false 
premise. It is that “offense” and 
“defense” are determined by the 
character of the weapons rather 
than by the policy and conduct “of 
the government that uses the 
weapons, 


This is a total fallacy, technical- 
ly, morally, humanly. No weapon, 
no matter what its character, 
which is possessed, let us say, by 
Finland, Sweden, the Netherlands 
or Switzerland is an offensive weap- 
on. Why? Because the govern- 
ments of these countries are be- 
yond all question. inoffensive in 
their policies, 

On the other hand, if the Neth- 
erlands or Switzerland were at- 
tacked by Germany, or Finland by 
Russia, every weapon. possessed by 
Germany and Russia, including the 
shoes worn by their soldiers and the 
bread the invaders eat while they 
march, would be in the sight of 
God and of man offensive instru- 
ments of war. 

The reason why the Congress can 
with a good conscience appropriate 
money for the manufacture of these 
so-called offensive weapons, the 
reason why Col. Lindbergh can con- 
tinue to do his duty as a reserve 
officer without feeling that he is 
participating in a foul business like 
the opium traffic, is that the Amer- 
ican people can honestly believe 
‘that their purposes are in truth de- 
fensive and their national poiicy is 
in truth inoffensive. 

And so, unless we are going to set 
ourselves up to be the censors and 
judges of the rest of the world. sey-

Speaking last night on the influ- 
ence of environment on juvenile de- 
linquency, Clifford Shaw, director 
of the Institute of Juvenile Re- 
search at Chicago, urged elimina- 
tion of slums and the establish- 
ment of boys’ clubs under adult 
guidance in underprivileged areas. 

Children in these areas, Shaw 
said, must be encouraged toward 
worthwhile goals by community 
programs sponsored by neighbor- 
hood churches and schools which 
will develop a spirit of co-operation 
and responsibility in daily tivi- 
ties. The importance of-the faMer’s 
role on child behavior was dis- 
cussed by Shaw at a luncheon today 
at the Missouri Athletic Association. 

In an address yesterday after- 
noon, Dr. George D. Stoddard, 
director of the child research sta- 
tion, University of Iowa, asserted, 
that schools are neglecting the 
proper development of children’s 
emotions. Too often, he said. 
schools. consider the intellect su- 
preme, failing to realize that no 
adult is really educated unless his 
intellect is co-ordinate with his feel- 
ings and emotions. 

“The curriculum itself,” Dr. Stod- 
dard said, “tends to place intel- 
lectual activity at. the top of all 
child behavior. It tends to neglect 
his likes and dislikes, his capacity 
to enlist his whole organic struc- 
ture positively or negatively. It 
may even regard smiling and laugh- 
ing and overt friendliness as inter- 
ferences with the so-called learning 
process. 

The Trouble With Teachers. 

“Many teachers, moreover, are so 
emotionaly improverished them- 
selves they are unable to serve as 
reliable guides for children along 
emotional lines. They have become 
so used to the boredom of the aver- 
age classroom they have even 
learned to like it.” 

A feature of yesterday’s session 
was a panel discussion of family 
problems which followed the show- 
ing of a movie of family life. The 
discussion, before a group of about 
150 adults, was led by 12 high school 
students who voiced the opinion 
that parents would be more helpful 
to children if they would attempt 
to understand them and be “pals” 
instead of dominating them in all 
their activities. .«

which may prove more important 
for Italy and the Balkans than any 
since the invasion of Poland—the 
return of Turkish Foreign Minister 
Sukru Saracogiu from Moscow, 
where the Turks declined proposi- 
tions which conflicted with their 
obligations to Britain and France, 
or, to put those obligations more 
precisely, their undertaking to sup- 
port Rumania in the event of in- 
vasion. 

There is now a chance for cok 
laboration between Italy and Ture 
key despite the fact that the Turks 
still remember the Italians at Adala 
and the fact that the British-Turk- 
ish treaty which should be imple- 
mented this week, was negotiated to 
counterbalance the southern part- 
ner of the axis with Turkey as @ 
British ally. 

The Turks are already talking 
with the Rumanians about the pos- 
sibility of Bucharest negotiating 
with Bulgaria on the Dobrudja and 
the problem of the Bulgar minority 
along Rumania’s Black Sea coast, 
and.if Italy and. Turkey can. co- 
operate, it is possible to make «@ 
shockproof Balkan bloc. 

So far Italy’s influence with 
Hungary and Yugoslavia has been 
outbalanced by Turkey’s power in 
the Balkan entente which still in«- 
eludes Turkey, Rumania and Yugo~ 
slavia though lovakia has 
disappeared as the fourth member. 
If the two can work together, there 
are real possibilities for checking 
either German or Russian expan- 
sion southward. 

British diplomacy decided to ask

28,265 Persons at 167 Meet- 
ings on Conservation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 18% — 

State Wildlife Conservation agents 

made 144 arrests for game and fish 

law violations during September, 


and attended 167 meetings and 
spoke to 28,265 persons on conser- 
vation activities, according to the 
monthly report of the commission, 
Members of the State Conservation 
Commission fiela force are selected 
under the merit system and are 
extension agents as well as game 
protectors, under the commission’s 
educational policy in conservation 
work. 

Nearly 1,500,000 game fish were 


planted in public streams of Mie- 


souri during the first month of the 
1939 fish harvest, by the Conser- 
vation Commission. These fish 
were taken from the State hatch- 
eries, which have a production for 
the year estimated at more than 
4,000,000 fish. The commission's 
new method of planting fish is to 
distribute them on the bases of 
surveys made by its agents, and the 
fish are only in public 
streams providing suitable environ- 
ment for fish. 

The commission has ordered 
nearly a half million copies of the 
new wildlife and forestry code 
printed, for the distribution to Mis- 
sourl sportsmen. The new regula- 
tion recently adopted by the com- 
mission becomes effective Jan. 1. 
Booklets containing the code will 
be distributed about Dec. 15, 
through the county clerks and 
other licensing officials.

valuable assistance and interest in 
Finland's fate and difficult prob- 
lems will never be forgotten in this 
country.” 

The telegram was delivered by 
Hjalmar J. Procope, Finnish Minis- 
ter to the United States. 

In it the Finnish executive, in 
the name of his people, expressed 
to the Presdinet and the American 
people “the sincere gratitude felt 
by the people of Finland for the 
sympathy and moral support you 
and the people of the United States 
have shown us.” 

Apparently the message was in 
recognition of the fact that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sent a note a week 
ago to M. Kalinin, Soviet President, 
voicing a hope that the Soviet 
Union would make no demands on 
Finland inconsistent with the in- 
depersience of each. 

Messages Made Public. 


public Roosevelt's message 
Kalinin's reply. 

Some well-informed sources said 
that Roosevelt probably would 
take no further action pending the 
outcome of the Russian-Finnish ne- 
gotiations. 
Kalinin recalled that Russia rec- 
ognized Finnish independence in 
1917 and that its sovereignty was 
guaranteed by a 1920 truaty be- 
tween the two countries. 

“The present negotiations  be- 
twen the Soviet Government and 
the Government of Finland are also 
being conducted in conformity with 
these principles,” he said. 

Kalinin declared that the aim 
of the negotiations was “consolida- 
tion of the reciprocal relations” be- 
tween the two countries.

The text of the two messages fol- 
low: 

President Roosevelt on Oct. 11 to 
President Kalinin: 

“The President of the United 
States sends his greetings to Presi- 
dent Kalinin with the following per- 
‘sonal message: 

“While the United States is tak- 
ing no part in existing contro- 
versies in Europe, the President 
wishes to call attention to the long 


standing and deep friendship which 
exists between the United States 
and Finland. He feels that he can 
call this to the attention of Presi- 
dent Kalinin because of their joint 
efforts a number of years ago 
which resulted in the resumption 
of friendly relations between the 
Soviet Union and the United States. 
“Such being the case the Prési- 
dent expresses the earnest hope 
that the Soviet Union will make no 
demands on Finland which are in- 
consistent with the maintenance 
and development of amicable and 
peaceful relations between the two 
countries, and the iniiependence of 
each. 

“The President feels sure that 
President Kalinin and the Govern- 
ment of the Soviet Union will un- 
derstand the friendly spirit in 
which this messaye is sent, and ex- 
tends to President Kalinan an ex- 
pression of his highest considera- 
tion.

“FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT.”

“Mr. President: I thank you for 
your greetings and for the friendly 
sentiments expressed in your 
ee transmitted to me on Oct. 


“I consider it appropriate to re- 
mind you, Mr. ‘President, that the 
State independence of the Finnish 
republic was recognized by the free 
will of the Soviet Government on 
Dec. 31, 1916, anu that the sov- 
ereignty of Finland was guaranteed 
to it by the peace treaty of Oct. 
14, 1920, between the Russian Social- 
ist Federated Soviet Republic and 
Finland. By the above mentioned 
acts of the Soviet Government the 
basic principles of the reciprocal 
relations between the Soviet Union 
and Finland were defined. The 
present negotiations between the 
Soviet Government and the Gov- 
ernment of Finland also are being 
conducted in conformity with these 
principles. | 
“Despite the tendentious versions 
which ‘are being disseminated by 
circles evidently not interested in 
European peace, the sole aim of 
the negotiations referred to above 
is the consolidation of the reciprocal 
relations between the Soviet Union 
and Finland and a strengthening 
of friendly co-operation between 
both countries in the cause of guar- 
anteeing the security of the Soviet 
Union and Tinland.

Priest in Fifth Avenue Church 
60 Years—Confidant of 
Five Archbishops.

Lavelle was a close friend 
of two other Catholic Church fig- 
ures who recently died, Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes, his superior, who 
succumbed more than a year ago, 
and George Cardinal Mundelein, 
who died two weeks ago in Chi- 
cago. The three had been young 
priests in New York. Together 
they earned some of the highest 
rewards of the church. 

Mer. Lavelle was adviser to peo- 
ple in all walks of life and of all 
religious faiths and a severe critic 
of priests in politics.” He was

women. The poorest and most fl- 
literate woman must struggle with 
the same problems. Hers is the 
common sense on which the nation 
stands or falls. Yet they say that 
‘women know nothing of eco- 
nomics’! 

“Tt seems to me both stupid and 
shortsighted to exclude women 
from industrial conferences. I am 
not a feminist, in the shrill sense 
of the word. But it seems to me 
that the plain facts prove that 
women have a better working 
knowledge of applied economics 
than men, and that their advice 
would prove invaluable.” 

Sounds convincing, doesn’t it? 
But I wonder if you'll agree. You 
may say that women “are too ex- 
citable to sit in on conferences... 
they get mad too easily ...« they 
cry and carry on... they take 
everything too personally.” 

And I’ve brought that same 
charge myself against my sex. I 
too have felt that we women lack 
the control necessary for these 
vitally important debates . . . that 
we're not trained, yet, to take 
“the long view” as men do. 

But isn’t that “long view” the 
very thing which is wrong with 
our 100 per cent male conferences? 
Don’t men take too long a view of 
all these great human problems—- 
such a long view that they forget 
the actual tears and sweat and 
blood which are entailed? Women 
can’t take a long view because they 
are personally involved in it all. 
They bear the babies who will be 
killed in wars. They share the 
burdens which are involved in in- 
dustry. Their lips are salt with the 
sweat—their hearts are wrung with 
the blood—their eyes are blind with 
the tears which are consequence of 
male blundering. 

If men could see closer wouldn’t 
they act wiser? Doesn’t woman’s 
near view make for the clear view?

may have puzzled you, too. And 
possibly riled you as well! She’s 
a private secretary in Big Indus- 
try—serious, thoughtful, knows her 
way around. Her position requires 
her to be present frequently at con- 
ferences between capital and labor, 
to prepare reports and talk confi- 
dentially with representatives from 
both sides.

HE last few years have brought 
T: whole crop of new verbs, ad- 

jectives and nouns, some of 
which probably make the purists 
hold up their hands in horror. Some 
are expressive, however. Even more 
common is a new and broader use 
of a word, which the dictionary 
allows. Take “personalize’’ for in- 
stance. That old word has done 
more work in the last few years 
than all the rest of its lifetime.

One of the 
latest suggestions is to add a dash 
to give individuality to canned 
soups. Then there ig Vermouth, 
which also has recently had its use 
extended. 
A little experimenting with new 
products, or those you have on 
ihand, will produce dishes which will 
please because they are subtly dif- 
ferent from the usual.

Next, I cashed 
the spade king and led a _ small 
i spade to the ace, then took the last 
trick with the eight of diamonds, 
which was good by now, inasmuch 
as West had thrown off the queen 
and nine. Needless to say, if West 
had led three rounds of diamonds 
originally, or had held onto a third 
diamond, I would have been up 
the flue. No. 14340.” 


Although there was nothing sen- 
sational about the play of this hand, 
it was a shrewd example of dum- 
my reversal play and speaks well 
for the‘caliber of bridge to be 
found in our. penal institutions. 
Incidentally, I venture to say that 
prisoners who go into contract 
bridge seriously give very little 
‘trouble to the wardens, so it might 
not be a bad idea if the study and 
practice of bridge were further en- 
couraged. 

The declarer’s analysis that there 
would be no way to miake this hand, 
except by fooling West, was quite 
correct. Of course, perfect co-op- 
eration and defense on the part of 
East and West would have revealed 
declarer’s plan, but this does not 
detract from its excellence. Pre- 
sumably, while declarer was run- 
ning off six rounds of trumps and 
one spade, West discarded one dia- 
mond, one heart, and one spade, 
and then faced his first dilemma 
on the play of the fifth club. But 
what was East discarding on these 
rounds? He could follow to only 
two. If he then let go his remain- 
ing two diamonds before discard- 
ing from any other suit, West 
could take it for granted that Hast 
had let go all his diamonds and 
that South, therefore, was marked 
with the diamond eight. In other 
words, it is the essence of good de- 
fense to discard all of one suit (if 
it is worthless) in order to give 
partner an exact count of that suit. 
However, I can well understand 
that this may have been over the 
head of East to do or West to in- 
terpret and, as I have said, my cor- 
respondent deserves credit for his

A long way back were those 
other nights when a hungry Wag- 
ner sat by flickering candle-light 
in a dingy Paris garret and eked 
out a few meals by making piano- 
cornet arrangements. He was then 
26. When Bayreuth crowned him 
with laurels, Wagner was 63. 


Hours after the hullabaloo of the 
Bayreuth premiere, the thin, wiry 
composer, preparing for bed in his 
nagnificent villa, might have paused 
to study his face in the mirror. 
he compared the worn 
features and baldish-gray fringed 
dome with his description issued by 
the Dresden police in 1849, when he 
was “wanted” by them for having 
taken part in the revolutionary 
disturbances the year before. 

That face in the mirror, though 
older and wiser and wearier now, 
was not so very unlike the face of 
the lad who, at 14 years of age 
wished to be a dramatic author. 
His first extended effort was a 
tragedy made up of Hamlet and

ments in Germany with the public, 
The things critics called him and 
his operas are incredible and have 
been collected in a book called 
“Wagner in .the Mirror of Criti- 
cism.”

By now the “Ring of the Nibelun- 
gen” was nearing completion and 
“Tristan and Isolde” was taking 
shape, Wagner being his own libret- 
tist as usual. The muse pursued 
him relentlessly. When did he eat 
or sleep? 

Another trip to Paris. Napoleon 
III and Princess Metternich had 
forced the Grand Opera to produce 
“Tannhaeuser.” At the opening it 
was whistled from the board in one 


of the most dreadful fiascos of all 
musical history. However, the sym- 
pathetic Princess achieved Wag- 
ner’s political pardon and he re- 
turned to Germany. 

Ludwig: II of Bavaria, fanatical 
Wagnerite, invited the hard-pressed 
Wagner to Munich, The idealistic 
monarch gave his protege a com- 
fortable income. At Ludwig’s own 
Royal Opera, Wagner conducted a 
performance of “Tristan” at which 
the King was the only auditor. But 
soon Ludwig’s ministers began to 
grumble at the huge sums Ludwig 
spent on Wagner and the latter was 
forced to leave Munich. He set- 
tled at Triebschen on. the Lake of 
Lucerne, 


During a stay near Zurich in a 
house provided by a rich admirer, 
Wesendonck (rich admirers always 
had; the composer’s attention) he 
had returned his friend’s generos- 
ity by making love—purely pla- 
tonic, he always claimed—to the 
beautiful poetess, Madame Wesen- 
donck, author of verses of which 
Wagner made songs. Wifely jeal- 
ousy — Minna’s — led to a break 
with the Wesendoncks. Minna’s 
Richard philandered unceasingly 
wherever he went. 


At Munich; Hans von Buelow 
conducted the Wagner music and 
his chief reward was that he lost 
his wife Cosima, daughter of Franz 
Liszt, to his famous friend, Rich- 
ard, who married her after Minna 
kindly divorced him. Wagner loved 
Cosima truly and raved about her 
wonderful long hair.

HERE are children who have 
high intelligence quotients, but 
fail in school. In the elementary 
grades their teachers and parents 
keep driving them to work and, .by 
sheer weight of their authority and 
interest, push them into gradua- 
tion. Sometimes they are gradu- 


ated from high school, under the 
same drive, 

The parents of these children are 
astonished at the lack of interest 
they show in their education. “Can't 
you see that you are throwing away 
wonderful opportunities ror educa- 
tion, for a place in life? Can’t you 
see that the thing you are wasting 
is your own success? Why don't 
you get down to work? Why don’t 
you try to make something of your- 
self?” 

Somehow they manage to get 
this child into college. A friendly 
teacher helps, someone provides a 
scholarship, or his people make 
sacrifices, often vital ones, to get 
him there. But the pattern does 
not change, Under his own power 
now, he cuts classes; he moves him- 
self into a fraternity building; he is 
busy about everything except his 
college courses.
